MOST WELCOMED COMPLETION OF REGISTRATION CONVENTION AND 
HOPED CURRENT GA WOULD APPROVE IT. 

US REP KUCHEL EXPLAINED US POSITION ON DBS; SUGGESTED MOST 
PRODUCTIVE COURSE AT THIS TIME WOULD BE TO TRY TO AGREE 
ON CONSIDERABLE RANGE OF ISSUES ON WHICH AGREEMENT NOW SEEMED 
POSSIBLE; MENTIONED SOME OF PROVISIONS OF SET OF 
VOLUNTARY PRINCIPLES US INTRODUCED IN DBS WORKING GROUP; 

NOTED THERE SHOULD BE INCREASED TRAINING IN TECHNICAL 
AND PROGRAM PRODUCTION FIELDS; DISCUSSED CONTROVERSIAL 
ISSUE OF PRIOR CONSENT ON WHICH THERE WAS NOTHING CLOSE 
TO AGREEMENT; AND CONCLUDED BY STATING ALL WOULD BENEFIT 
FROM INCREASED AND OPEN EXCHANGE OF IDEAS, RATHER THAN 
FROM LESS. 

FRAZAO (BRAZIL) SAID RECEIVING STATE MUST HAVE RIGHT TO 
CONTROL BROADCASTS. ARGENTINE REP HOPED LEGAL SUBCOMITE 
WOULD CONSIDER HIS DEL S DBS DRAFT, AND FRG STRESSED NEED 
TO ENSURE FREEDOM OF INFO WHICH INCLUDED FREEDOM TO 
TRANSMIT AND RECEIVE INFO. BULGARIAN REP STATED DELAY 
IN REACHING AGREEMENT ON LEGAL ASPECTS OF DBS WOULD CONVERT 
IMPORTANT TECHNOLOGICAL ACHIEVEMENT INTO SOURCE OF 
CONFLICT, FRICTION AND DISPUTES. SUDANESE REP MENTIONED

MOST SPEAKERS HOPED IT WOULD BE POSSIBLE TO ELABORATE

FRAZAO (BRAZIL) STRESSED IMPORTANCE OF REMOTE SENSING TO 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, AND SAID QUESTION OF STATE SOVEREIGNTY 
WAS AT STAKE-STATES SHOULD BE GIVEN CONSIDERABLE LEEWAY 
IN DECIDING HOW THEY WOULD COOPERATE WITH OTHER STATES. 
ROMANIA SUPPORTED PROPOSAL FOR CREATING INTERNATIONAL 
AND REGIONAL CENTERS TO FACILITATE WORK OF REMOTE SENSING. 
RYDBECK (SWEDEN) REFERRED TO FAR-REACHING IMPLICATIONS OF 
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REMOTE SENSING AND URGENCY OF ARRIVING AT INTERNATIONALLY 
AGREED PATTERNS FOR SYSTEM. 

KUCHEL POINTED OUT IT WAS "TECHNICALLY AND ECONOMICALLY 
INFEASIBLE" TO SEPARATE IMAGES FROM THESE SATELLITES ALONG 
LINES OF POLITICAL BORDERS, AND SAID US ENDORSED OUTER 
SPACE COMITE'S RECOMMENDATIONS THAT LEGAL SUBCOMITE

POLISH REP SPOKE AT LENGTH OF POLISH EXPERIENCE AT NAZI 
HANDS, SAYING THAT KNOWN NAZI WALTER RAUSCH NOW LIVES 
IN CHILE AND WORKS IN MILITARY INVESTIGATION, LEADING TO 
SERIES OF CHILEAN-POLISH RIGHTS OF REPLY. (CHILEAN REP 
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SAID RAUSCH WAS DEFENDED ONLY BY LAWYER FROM ALLENDE'S 
POPULAR UNITY PARTY.) MAURITANIAN REP SAID L.2106 SHOULD

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MONTHS AND FUTURE PLANS. AFTER STATING HIS GOVT'S 
INTENT TO DEVELOP TECHNICAL, ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL COOPERATION 
WITH NEW INDEPENDENT STATES, AND TO PERMIT UN VISITING MISSIONS 
TO WITNESS DECOLONIZATION PROCESS, PORTUGUESE REP COMMENTED 
ON ALLEGED MASSACRES IN MOZAMBIQUE, CALLING THEM VIOLATIONS 
OF HUMAN RIGHTS BY PREVIOUS FASCIST REGIME WHICH COULD NOT 
RECUR BECAUSE WAR WHICH PRODUCED THEM HAD BEEN ELIMINATED, 
ADDING THAT GOP HAS INITIATED JUDICIAL PROCEDURES AGAINST 
PERPETRATORS. 

SPECIAL COMITE OF 24 REPORT ON RHODESIA WAS INTRODUCED 
BY RAPPORTEUR ARTEAGA (VENEZUELA), WHO URGED COMITE 
ENDORSEMENT OF TWO RESES RECOMMENDED BY SPECIAL COMITE, 

FIRS REAFFIRMING PRINCIPLE OF NO INDEPENDENCE FOR RHODESIA 
WITHOUT MAJORITY RULE, SECOND DEALING WITH MANDATORY 
SANCTIONS AGAINST SMITH REGIME. RICHARD (UK) SAID ALL FACTS 
AND FIGURES EMANATING FROM RHODESIA SHOULD BE TREATED WITH 
RESERVE DUE TO LACK OF INDEPDNENT SOURCES. RICHARD SAID 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SMITH POSITION IN SMITH-ANC TALKS IN 1974 DIFFERED LITTLE 
FROM 1971 POSITION AND WERE THEREFORE REJECTED, 

AND SPECULATED THAT DEFENSE COSTS, DECLINING IMMIGRATION, 

AND RECENT DEVELOPMENTS IN PORTUGUESE TERRITORIES MIGHT SPELL 
TROUBLE FOR SMITH REGIME. UK REP CALLED ON GOVTS TO 
RESPECT AND ENFORCE SANCTIONS, STATING THAT HMG WOULD ONLY 
ACCEPT SETTLEMENT ACCEPTABLE TO AFRICANS IN WHICH AFRICANS 
PLAYED MAJOR ROLE IN NEGOTIATIONS, AND CALLING FOR IMMEDIATE 
TRIAL OR RELEASE OF POLITICAL PRISONERS. DENYING CLANDESTINE 
UK-SMITH TALKS. RICHARD SAID UK WOULD CONSIDER SUGGESTION

SMITH'S IDEAS MADE POSSIBLE ATTENDANCE BY ALL CONCERNED 
AND OFFERED SOME PROSPECT OF SUCCESS. REV. BANANA (ANC)

SOUTHERN AFRICA, AND FOR MORE EFFECTIVE SANCTIONS. (REPEATED 
INFO LISBON, LOURENCO MARQUES, PRETORIA, CAPETOWN, LONDON) 
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COMITE 6-DEFINING AGGRESSION 

COMITE HEARD 11 MORE STATEMENTS OCT. 15 IN DEBATE ON 
DEFINING AGGRESSION. ALEMAN (ECUADOR) SAID HIS DEL’S 
JOINING IN CONSENSUS ON DEFINITION DID NOT APPLY TO ART. 

3(D) RELATING TO ATTACKS ON MARINE FLEETS, WHICH OPENED WAY 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TO DANGEROUS POSSIBILITY THAT VICTIM MIGHT BE PORTRAYED 
AS AGGRESSOR. IN HIS OPINION, THIS ERROR MUST BE CORRECTED. 

VAN BRUSSELEN (BELGIUM) SAID DEFINITION DID NOT LIMIT 
POWER OF SC, WHICH ALONE HAD RIGHT TO DETERMINE WHETHER 
AGGRESSION HAD BEEN COMMITTED. HE DID NOT FEEL THAT ART. 7 
(SELF-DETERMINATION) IN PRESENT FORM SANCTIONED RESORT

CHARTER. GOERNER (GDR), SPOKE OF DETENTE, AND CALLED 
DEFINITION WELL-BALANCED COMPROMISE THOUGH IT SHOULD HAVE

AGGRESSION. 

BAROODY (SAUDI ARABIA) DID NOT THINK ECONOMIC AGGRESSION 
COULD BE CONSIDERED AGGRESSION BECAUSE MANY FACTORS WERE 
INVOLVED, INCLUDING NATIONAL SELF-PRESERVATION. HE ALSO 
MENTIONED WHAT HE CALLED "AGGRESSION BY INVITATION," 

BY WHICH BIG POWER WAS INVITED TO SEND ARMS TO HELP 
OVERTHROW GOVT OR FOR USE AGAINST NEIGHBORING STATE. 

HE THOUGHT DEFINITION SHOULD CONTAIN PASSAGE CONCERNING 
EXISTENCE OF CLADESTINE AGGRESSION, CARRIED OUT BY 
SURREPTITIOUS ACTS, ADDING THIS "NEO-AGGRESSION" WAS 
BECOMING RAMPANT AND WAS PERHAPS MORE DANGEROUS THAN CLASSIC 
FORMS. MAHMUD (PAKISTAN) SPOKE IN SUPPORT OF ARTICLES RELATING 
TO WHO ACTS FIRST AND ATTACKS ON MARINE FLEETS. HE THOUGHT 
ARTICLE ON TERRITORIAL ACQUISITION SHOULD BE AMENDED TO 
DISALLOW ACQUISITION BY ANY USE OF FORCE AND DEFINITION SHOULD 
EXPLICITLYSPECIFY ECONOMIC CONSTITUENTS OF AGGRESSION. 
RESHETNIAK (UKRAINE) SPOKE OF DETENTE AND SUPPORTED DRAFT 
DEFINITION THOUGH IT WAS COMPROMISE WHICH DID NOT 
SATISFY ALL DELS. OMAR (LIBYA) STATED ASSISTANCE TO 
NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS COULD NOT BE INCLUDED 
UNDER ART. 3(F), AND ART. 7(SELF-DETERMINATION) DID NOT 
EXCLUDE USE OF ALL MEANS, INCLUDINGARMED STRUGGLE. 

STEEL (UK) POINTED OUT GA COULD NOT MAKE DEFINITION BINDING 
ON SC; SAID DEFINITION WAS COMPLEX STRUCTURE AND NO PART 
COULD BE READ IN ISOLATION FROM REST; AND WAS GRAVELY 
APPREHENSIVE OF HARM THAT COULD BE DONE BY ANY ATTEMPT 
TO REPOPEN TEXT AT THIS STAGE. GUNEY (TURKEY), 

WHOSE DEL HAD SERVED ON SPECIAL COMITE, GAVE HIS INTER-

TRUSTEESHIP COUNCIL-PAPUA NEW GUINEA 

IN RESUMED 41ST SESSION OCT 15, TRUSTEESHIP COUNCIL HEARD 
STATEMENTS BY AUSTRALIAN REP AND PAPUA NEW GUINEA MINISTER 
FOR DEFENSE, FOREIGN RELATIONS AND TRADE ON DEVELOPMENTS 
IN AUSTRALIAN ADMINISTERED TERRITORY. CAMPBELL (AUSTRALIA). 
AFTER INTRODUCING PNG MINISTER ALBERT MAORI KTKT, STATED 
THAT AUSTRALIA NOW CONDUCTED RELATIONS WITH GOVT OF PNG AS 
INDEPENDENT STATE AND WOULD THEREFORE NOT COMMENT FURTHER. 
MIN KIKI OUTLINED PNG STEPS TOWARD INDEPENDENCE, INCLUDING 
POLITICAL EDUCATION PROGRAM TO EXPLAIN CONCEPT OF INDE- 
PENDENCE TO PEOPLE, NOTING THAT FOREIGN AND TRADE RELATIONS 
ARE ADMINISTERED BY AUSTRALIA IN FULL COOPERATION WITH IS 
GOVT, WHICH NOW MAINTAINS DEPT OF FON REL AND TRADE OFFICES 
IN CANBERRA, SYDNEY, WELLINGTON, SUVA AND JAKARATA, AND 
THAT A DEPT OF DEFENSE (TO REMAIN PERMANENTLY SEPARATE FROM 
POLICE FORCE) HAD BEEN ESTABLISHED. KIKI SAID PNG IS NOW 
READY FOR INDEPENDENCE, AWAITING ONLY DATE SET BY PNG 
PARLIAMENT, PRECEDED BY ADOPTION OF PNG CONSTITUTION. 
ANTICIPATING THAT PARLIAMENT WOULD CHOOSE INDEPENDENCE DATE 
LATE 74 OR EARLY 75, TO BECOME EFFECTIVE BY END OF 75, 

MIN KIKI APPEALED TO COUNCIL TO RECOMMEND GA RES TERMINATING 
TRUSTEESHIP AGREEMENT, ALSO TO BECOME EFFECTIVE ON PNG 
INDEPENDENCE DAY.

IN OCT 15 MEETING IOPZ COMITE COMPLETED WORK ON ITS REPORT
